But unfortunately punks themselves may 
accomplish what: vested economic interests and 
the guardians of conventional morality have so 
f«a.r proved unable to do—destroy punk as a vital 
alternative to the banality of mainstream 
existence. How? By draining it of its radical 
content. Masses of new people have adopted the 
superficial trappings of punk, but many of them 
have sadly ignored its substantive aspects. If 
this process continues, punk will become a 
parody of its own media image, a reflection of 
the sick society that spawned it instead of a 
means of transforming that society. Whether 
punk degenerates into mindless conformity and 
real (as opposed to ritualistic) violence, as 
its critics have long anticipated, or develops 
into a powerful movement of opposition 
to the reactionary status quo, ultimately 
depends on whether punks have the courage and 
intelligence to get active and figure out who's 
running the society for whose benefit and who 
profits from the institutionalization of 
docility and ignorance. Punk will either rise 
to the occasion and lead the cultural 
resistance to corporate exploitation, 
government repression, nuclear proliferation, 
military aggression, racism, sexism, and the 
moral Puritanism of the Mew Right; or it will 
be co-opted and go the way of the hippie. It's 
up to you.

Asylum was born of the idea 
that the punk/hardcore 
community has, for too long, 
reveled in it's own inaction, 
apathy, and inherent 
contradictions, and that some 
pro-active measures need to 
be taken in order to preserve 
the energy and rebellion of 
our subculture from falling 
to the proverbial wayside of 
impotent commercialization 
and perpetuating frustration 


























as befell our subcultural 
ancestors. This convergence 
is intended to draw 
individuals from all margins 
of the punk/hardcore 
community together for a week 
of intense networking, 
discussions, ski11/knowledge 
sharing and fun under an 
explicitly political focus on 
creating a more active, 
viable, and enjoyable 
community of resistance. 

The logistics: Asylum will 

be born in mid-June with the 
establishment of an 
autonomous zone in the 
cascadian wilderness just 
outside of Eugene, from which 
the entire convergence will 
be based.

Also active in the communal 
movement in France during this time 
was the Russian anarchist, Michael 
Bakunin. He was not in Paris, but 
we did take part in attempts to set 
up communes in Lyons and Marseilles 
(in southern France) in 1870. One 
of the main points of Bakunin' s 
philosophy was that of the Russian 
peasant commune, in France this 
became the urban commune of 
worke rs. 

Many other anarchist were 
greatly influenced by the Commune, 
Peter Kropotkin started his 
political career on March 18 1872, 

the one year anniversary of the 
rising in Paris. Every March he 
wrote on the . Paris Commune in his 
newspaper. La. Revolte. Emile Henry 
the propagandist by deed anarchist, 
was the son of Fortune Henry who 
was in the Communal Council. 

Despite the brutal police 
crackdown nine years later there 
were celebrations of the commune 
and there still are today. The 
spirit of the.commune still has the 
power to inspire and bring tears to 
the eyes. The Paris Commune had 
raubh of the influence that the 
laymarket Affair had in America, 
leading many people down the path 
to the social revolution. 

' ' One of the most important 

things to remember about the 
Commune is that no group in Paris 
was able to produce a cohesive 
program, and most of the activity 
of the Commune itself and that of 
the Parisian people in general was 
one o*f spontaneity and was 
completely improvised.
